‘Hate  America’ 
Says  Commies 
In  Latin  Country 

RIO  DE  JANEIRO  (UPI)  — 
Communists  scattered  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  anti-American 
pamphlets  throughout  Rio  De 
Janeiro  Monday  as  a prelude  to 
a weeklong  series  of  “hate  Amer- 
ica” meetings. 

Police  warned  they  would  tol- 
erate no  outdoor  demonstrations 
either  for  or  against  the  Red  con- 
gress, but  appeared  powerless  to 
halt  the  distribution  from  cars  of 
the  pro-Castro  leaflets. 

A MASS  RALLY  was  held  Mon- 
day by  Communists  in  a Sao 
Paulo  burlesque  theater  to  dem- 
onstrate solidarity  with  Cuba.  It 
coincided  with  a Washington  an- 
nouncement the  U.S.  has  granted 
Brazil  new  credits  involving  pos- 
sibly as  much  as  $625-miIlion  in 
1963. 

The  Communist  congress,  with 
some  1,600  delegates,  including 
400  international  and  hemisphere 
Red  leaders,  gained  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment blessing  in  an  unexpect- 
ed policy  reversal  last  week  but 
still  faces  rough  sailing. 

THE  ANTI-Communist  gover- 
nors of  both  Sao  Paulo  and  Guan- 
abara  states  warned  the  Reds  not 
to  get  out  of  line  with  their  “in- 
door” rallies.  Cuban  exile  groups 
and  Brazilian  conservatives 
threatened  street  rallies  and  mass 
picket  lines  against  the  congress. 


The  challenge  to  vote  is  issued  to  the  studentbody  by 
juniors  Tony  Christensen,  class  president,  Joan  Wag- 
staff.

In  the  studentbody  elections  of 
1955,  80  per  cent  of  the  voters 
appeared  at  the  polls.  In  a class 
by  class  breakdown,  62  per  cent 
of  the  seniors,  82  per  cent  of  the 
sophomores,  88  per  cent  of  the 
freshmen,  and  98  per  cent  of  the 
juniors  turned  in  ballots. 

This  year  the  junior  class  has 
issued  a challenge  to  the  rest  of 
the  school  to  top  the  1955  record. 
“The  juniors,  who  will  be  seniors, 
must  set  the  pace,”  said  class 
president  Tony  Christensen. 

In  other  years,  the  presidents 
ofSosing  classes  had  to  wear  the 
clothes  of  very  young  children,  or 
eat  raw  eggs  and  had  their  faces 
washed  with  pie,  according  to  the 
Universe,  April  26,  1956. 

The  penalty  for  this  year’s  los- 
ers has  not  been  announced.

Jackie  Gleason  Portrays  Mutei 
In  Heartwarming,  'Gigot'

This  week  the  Paramount  the- 
ater presents  "Gigot”,  a tender 
and  heart  warming  film  designat- 
ed for  both  the  younger  and  older 
set.  Jackie  Gleason  portrays  the 
lovable,  yet  misjudged  mute  jan- 
itor who  lives  and  works  in  the 
Montemarte  section  of  Paris. 

Due  to  Ifis  extreme  simplicity 
and  genuine  character  accomp- 
anied by  his  physical  defect,  “Gig- 
ot” becomes  the  target  of  many 
a prank  played  by  the  townspeo- 
ple. They  look  upon  him  with 
mocking  regard  and  pay  heed  to 
him  only  when  they  are  thirsty 
for  a bit  of  fun  and  raucous 
laughter. 

"Gigot”  is  the  caricature  of  the 
ordinary  man  who  refuses  to  T)e 
overwhelmed  by  the  stresses  and 
strains  of  living  ih  tension-rid- 
den times.  Through  his  music, 
Gleason  pictures  "Gigot”  as  un- 
shaven and  wearing  a great  old 
French  army  surplus  overcoat. 
By  giving  each  theme  a name,  he 
was  able  to  piece  together  the 
entire  story. 

One  night  while  walking 
through  a pouring  rain,  "Gigot” 
finds  Nicole,  played  by  Diane 
Gardner,  and  her  mother,  Kather- 
ine Kath,  huddled  in  a doorway. 
In  accordance  with  his  gentle 
nature,  he  feels  compassion  for 
them  and  takes  them  to  his  tiny 
hovel.  The  remainder  of  the  film 
stresses  the  great  bond  of  affect- 


ion created  between  the  young 
girl  Nicole  and  "Gigot”.  She 
brings  a newfound  happiness  into 
his  life  and  the  pair  become  in- 
separable. 

It  was  a visit  to  Paris  that 
caused  comedian  Jackie  Gleason 
to  sit  down  at  the  keyboard  of  a 
piano  and  through  one  of  his 
most  expressive  means  of  creat- 
ion, music,  invent  the  idea,  theme 
and  character  that  will  be  on  view 
as  “Gigot”  at  the  Paramount 
theatre. 

The  marvelous  melodies  typical 
of  Paris  in  the  1920’s,  a free  and 
gay  city,  have  been  captured  by 
Jackie  Gleason  in  his  inventive 
score  for  "Gigot”.  The  nine  mag- 
ical themes,  including  "Alio,  ’Alio, 
‘Alio,”  "Joie  De  Vivre,”  "Colet- 
te’s Theme”  and  "Souvenir  For 
A Child,”  were  actually  the  source 
for  the  story  idea  of  this  wond- 
erful entertainment  film. 

Gene  Kelly,  popular  singer, 
dancer  and  actor,  made  this  film 
his  seventh  directorial  effort  be- 
cause it  allowed  him  to  work 
with  his  friend  Gleason  for  the 
first  time  in  show  business. 

While  Gleason,  who  does  not 
speak  a word  during  the  entire 
film,  studied  continuously  the 
many  nuances  of  expression  made 
possible  through  pantomine,  dir- 
ector Gene  Kelly  set  about  creat- 
ing a "natural”  feel  to  the  story’s 
background.
